Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story of 
Mission San Luis Rey de Francis 
(By Archie O’Connor Richardson) 
“Where does El Camino Real begin, 

Uncle Dave?” 

“The road that joins the 21 missions 
begins beside the ruins of the once 
proud Mission of San Diego de 
Alcala.” 

“What is the next mission on El 
Camino Real, Uncle Dave?” 

“Mission San Luis Rey, about 35 
miles north of San Diego, Jack, situ- 
ated four W inland from the 
ocean.” 

At was Aedicated to a sainted king, 
Louis IX, of France (1214-1270), who 
organized and led Crusades to Egypt 
and the Holy Land. The mission 
named in honor of this ideal medieval 
king is known as the ‘King of Mis- 
sions.’ 

“Standing on a small hill ovériook- 
Ing the San Luis River Valley the 
majestic edifice seems to dominate the 
green cultivated lowlands and the 
brown hills of the surrounding cattle 
country, 

“Mission San Luis Rey was estab- 
lished on. June 13th, 1798.” 

“But that was a long time after the 
founding of Mission San Diego, Uncle 
Dave?” 

“You are right, Jack. San Liuis Rey 
was the eighteenth mission established 
by the Franciscans in the present state 


“Padre-presidente Lausen, in charge 
of all the missions at the time, dedi- 
cated San Luis Rey. He was assisted 
by Padres Santiago and Peyri. Fifty 
Indian children were baptized on the 
dedication day. Padre Peyri was left 
in charge. Within a week he had 
baptized seventy-seven more. 

“In a short time Padre Peyri had 
6000 adobe bricks ready for the mis- 
sion b'¥ldings. And in four years he 
completed the grandest of the Cali- 
fornia Missions. In 1818 it was the 
most prosperous of the missions. This 
was due in large measure to the pop- 
ularity and energy of the beloved Pa- 
dre Peyri, who ruled over San Luis

Reply of Rt. Rev. Bishop Dwenger 


Very Rev: and Rev. Gentlemen of the Diocesan 
School Board:—Your address to me expresses my senti- 
ments so perfectly that I have but very little to add. It is 
my sacred duty as Bishop to know the state and condition 
of the Catholic schools in my diocese. It is my aim, 
through your co-operation, to make this information a 
source of usefulness and encouragement to all. Priests 
will see the labors and success of their brother priests, 
overcoming often very great difficulties. Without any 
onerous interference, we can gradually, in the course of 

time, recommend the best text-books, and gradually with- 
out extra expense or difficulty we can reach uniformity. 
I feel certain that the data and facts which we collect will 
prove immensely valuable in the course of time. Hence I 
request the priests of the diocese to make the reports as 
full and complete as possible. It is very important, that 
we should have complete reports also from the convent 
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schools and academies where children residing in the

the Holy See the 15th of January of this year, and grant 
to all the Faithful of Our Diocese the dispensation that on 
these two days of the Jubilee fast they may use milk, 
cheese, butter and eggs; in other words, the Jubilee fast 
need not be a black fast, but may be kept as the ordinary 
fast and abstinence usually observed. This dispensation 
cannot be used during Lent, nor on Ember days or Vigils, 
when fasting is prescribed by the general laws of the 
Church.

VERY REV. JOSEPH H. BRAMMER 


The Very Reverend Joseph Brammer was held in 
about the same veneration and esteem during the admin- 
istration of Bishop Dwenger as was the Right Reverend 
Julian Benoit during the incumbency of Bishop, John 
Henry Luers. Father Brammer succeeded Father Benoit 
as Vicar General in the year 1885. He served the Cathe- 
dral Parish from the day of his ordination in 1868 until 
the time of his death in 1898. 

Father Brammer was born in Hanover, Germany, 
on October Ist, 1839, of Lutheran parents. He was re- 
ceived into the Catholic Church at the age of twenty in 
this country, while a brother who also came to America 
entered the Lutheran ministry. 

Father Brammer was conspicuous for his charity, 
having given away during his lifetime practically every 
cent which he was easily able to save. He preached with 
great fervor, though always at considerable length as 
well. The late William P. Breen, himself an orator of no 
mean ability, cnaracterized Father Brammer a “Bossuet”’ 
in his funeral orations. 

Father Brammer acted as administrator fer the dio- 
cese during the years of 1885 and 1888 and during the 
period of Bishop Dwenger’s protracted illness. 

Father Brammer was near death at the time that the 
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His ordination was set for June 24th, 1898, and because 7 
Father Brammer, who was his pastor, wanted to witness 
Father Noll’s ordination and to be present at his first 
Mass, he importuned Bishop Rademacher to ordain the 


Reverend Mr. Noll earlier. He was therefore summoned 
‘rom the Seminary to be ordained on Juhe 4th, in the 
church of his Baptism, First Communion and Confirma- 
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| tion. Father Brammer was present in the Sanctuary at 
both the ordination and the First Mass which occurred 
on June 5th—and the good pastor and Vicar Genera! died 
two weeks later. He was buried in the crypt under the 


Father Brammer took a great deal of interest in the 
young people of his parish, and for the purpose of pro- 
viding them with wholesome recreation, he built Library 
Hall on the Cathedral Square in the year 1880. This 
building has served as the Central Catholic High School 
| for boys for a quarter of a century. 


I n the year 1886 he renovated the Cathedral at a cost 
of about $50,000.00 after having remitted most of the 
| money subscribed because of a sort of pants which ensued 
the following year. 
If he was a poor financier it was due bis big heart. 
He was more disposed to give to than to take money from 
people. The result was that when he died the Cathedral 
parish was burdened with a very heavy debt which was 
entirely liquidated by three succeeding pastors, daun 
Roche. Quinlan and Conroy. 
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
